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(Continuation of 7) Examiner observes that Applicant alleges that the Nagai reference does not disclose deriving an encryption bus key 
using a nonce communicated by a host device to a storage device (amendment, page 7, last paragraph - page 8 t 1 st paragraph), but then 
proceeds to declare that the time-variant key disclosed in Nagai, paragraph 0168, in fact corresponds to said encryption bus key 
(amendment, page 8, bottom paragraph - page 9). Assuming arguendo that the latter argument is correct, it is observed that in the 
preceding paragraph of Nagai that the process to derive the time-variant [bus] key involves a random number [nonce] generated by the 
host device and transmitted to the storage [DVD] device; consequently, the encryption key is derived based on the nonce received over 
the data bus from the number generator, just as recited in the claims and in contrast to Applicant's earlier argument 

With respect to Applicant argument against Nagai's alleged inability to resist replay attacks (amendment, page 8, 2 nd paragraph), it is 
noted that the features upon which Applicant relies ("that the nonce transmitted during replay is different from the nonce used to generate 
the bus key") is not recited in the claims. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
